Here is a neat little table show ing appropriations by Congress for 
the fiscal years 1916 and 1917. 
You notice at once that the footing of 
th** second column is larger than th**t of the first by something like five 
i hundred million dollars.

and Navy account for about four hundred millions of it, and you console 
yourself with the thought that probably the country's exigencies require 
thai much greater armament. 
But nearly every other item shows an in­ 
crease too. 
There is a million here, three millions there, ten millions in 
another place. 
As to some of these items, such as twenty millions for a nitrate 
plant and forty millions for rivers and harbors, you have heard enough 
specific criticism to raise at least a grave doubt. 
As to the remainder, 
you have only the general and melancnoly fact that neither yourself nor 
anybody else on earth really know-* how necessary or expedient they are 
or how much they might be reduced without impairing the efficiency of 
the government if the money were handled to the best possible advantage. 
Nobody in j articular is r e a l ly responsible for this list of items as it 
\ finally goes over to the Treasury and is paid out 
in

money.

S o m e very strict 
vegetarians even go so far as to pre­ 
pare a milk by steeping cocoanut pulp 
in hot water, which they prefer to 
the dairy product.
